As it often does, luck played 
alarge partin placing the right actress in 
the right film. Walt Disney had seen a 
striking performance by a 13-year-old 
girl in “Tiger Bay, an English movie star- 
ring John Mills. When writer/director 
David Swift began casting his screenplay 
of “Pollyanna,” Walt had a suggestion for 
the title role. She turned out to be John 
Mills’ daughter Hayley, whom һе re- 
membered from “Tiger Bay.’ 

“Once they saw her, everybody agreed 
that Hayley was perfect for the part, 
David Swift recalls. “However, she did 
have a British accent, and Pollyanna — 
according to the well known, perennially 
popular book by Eleanor H. Porter—was 
cheerful, matter-of-fact, and all- 
American. ‘What are we going to do 
about the accent?’ Walt asked. ‘ГИ have 
her born in the West Indies; I said” 

Pollyanna Whittier, so the novel reads, 
was an orphan who came to a small East- 
ern town to live with her wealthy, strict, 
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unloved and seemingly unloving spin- 
ster aunt, Polly Harrington. Walt assém- 
bled an impressive adult cast headed by 
Jane Wyman, Richard Egan, Karl Mal- 
den, Nancy Olson, Adolphe Menjou, 
Donald Crisp and Agnes Moorehead, 
but it was Hayley Mills who stole the 
show. 

“Richard Egan summed it ир, Swift 
says. “After doing a scene with Hayley, he 
walked over to me and said, ‘David, I’ve 
got two chances in that scene—little, and 
none at all." 

The phenomenon who became Walt 
Disney's most popular juvenile screen 
star was born April 18, 1946, in London. 
Neither her actor father nor playwright 
mother encouraged her to become an ac- 
tress. However, when the opportunity to 
appear in “Tiger Bay” arose, she ac- 
cepted it with the blessing of her parents. 

Hayley's second picture for Walt Dis- 
ney Productions was “The Parent rap; 
also written and directed by David Swift.

“Her father used to visit the set, Swift 
says. “One day we were shooting a golf 
scene and found ourselves short one bit 
player. Without any hesitation John 
Mills, one of the most eminent actors in 
the world, stepped right in and played a 
caddy? 

Hayley was 19 when she made her final 
film for Disney. She returned to Eng- 
land, made four or five pictures there, 
then went into acting in British television 
and stage productions. Meanwhile she 
interrupted her career to marry, divorce, 
and raise two sons. A generation passed 
before she was seen by American audi- 
ences again. 

“Disney Animation: The Illusion of 
Life” on television in 1981 and “The 
Flame Trees of Thika? a seven-part 
series on PBS’ “Masterpiece Theatre” the 
following year reacquainted American 
televiewers with Hayley Mills.

Our concern for the safety of 
children has prompted us to air

Because you can’t be with your chil- 
dren all the time, teaching them how to 
recognize a potentially dangerous situa- 
tion and what to do if confronted with 
one may be the best protection you can 
give them.

Discussing 
how to act in a variety of circumstances 
will help your youngster react calmly — 
and correctly—if the real need arises. 


Be Sure Your 
Children Understand 
These Vital Rules 


Since it’s not possible to tell good and 
bad strangers apart, tell your children 
that caution ALWAYS takes precedence 
over courtesy. Repeat each of these rules 
— with “what if” examples—until you're 
sure your chil- 
dren under- 
stand them so 
clearly that 
they’ve 
become 
second 
nature. 


a Never go any- 
where or accept 
anything from 

anyone without your permission. 

m Stay a healthy distance from any 
stranger. 
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= Never approach the car window or 
door of someone unknown to avoid 
being grabbed. 

m Never tell their names, phone number 
or address, let a stranger take their pic- 
ture, or reveal any personal informa- 
tion which might help a potential kid- 
napper track them. 

= Be aware of possible “tricks” an ill- 
intentioned person might try, such 
as asking for help finding a lost ob- 
ject or saying you sent them. 

m Kick, bite and yell “NO” if they are 
grabbed. Run away FAST. Tell an 
adult they trust. 

m Never reveal that they're at home 
alone, but say *ny Mom/Dad can't 
come to the phone now. May I take 
a message?" 

m Lock the doors when alone, and | 
never open them to a stranger for 
ANY reason. 

m Call a trusted neighbor if they 
need help. 

m Avoid unsafe places such as 
empty houses, vacant lots, back streets 
and alleys. 

= Travel in pairs, especially to public 
restrooms or parks. 

a Keep you informed at all times about 
where they’re going, with whom and 
when they plan to return. (Make sure 
they have the same information about you.) 

m Introduce you to their friends and 

friends’ families. 


—— = Know who's picking them up from 


school or other places. 
m Remain with the entire family 
when on outings together. 
m Never keep a “bad” secret from 
you.

Child's Protection 
Besides drilling your children on 
the safety rules they must know, ex- 
perts recommend that parents: 

m Never leave children unattended. 

m Drill children on their complete 

name, address and phone number (in- 

cluding city, state and area code). 

m Teach kids how to call home from 
ANYWHERE using both direct dialing 
and operator assistance. 

m Mark personal items with a colored 


dot, thread or number INSTEAD of 
the child's name. 

m Select a password to use in case a 
stranger claims to be sent by you. Keep 
it secret and change it regularly. 

m Arrange a safety hotline with 
neighbors. Post their phone numbers 
and all emergency numbers next to the 
telephone.

Ask your physician how to recognize 
the signs of physical abuse and be alert 
to sudden inexplicable behavioral 
changes that might signal a problem.

Emphasize that it’s NEVER their fault, if 
it happens—and reassure them with the 
knowledge that you love them and will 
always listen with understanding to 
ANYTHING they need to tell you.

“Out of the night, when the 
full moon is bright, comes the 
horseman known as Zorro...’ 


who champions the 
poor, Williams rock- 
eted to stardom 
alongside Disney’s other 
ТУ sensation, Fess (“Davy 
Crockett”) Parker. 

Like Parker, Williams 
was a modestly successful 
actor when Disney chose him 
for a teleseries. He was born 
Armando Catalano, of Italian parents 
who had immigrated to New York. He 
turned to acting after attending 
Peekskill Military Academy, and in 1952 
was signed to a one-year contract by 
Universal-International Studios. Noth- 
ing came of it, so he returned to New 
York and continued acting there until he 
decided to tackle Hollywood again in 
1957. This time he landed a screen test at 
Disney which brought him the coveted 
role of Zorro, one of the most popular 
characters of film and fiction. 

Zorro, known the world over as the 
Robin Hood of Old California, was 
created by novelist Johnston McCulle 
in 1919. The following year Douglas 
Fairbanks played the masked caballero 
in a silent movie, “The Mark of Zorro,” 
which opened the gates to a flood of suc- 
cessors. At least 20 versions reached the 
screen, starring such disparate actors as 
Tyrone Power, Guy Stockwell, George 
Hamilton, Alain Delon and Errol Flynn’s 
son Sean in the role of “the bold rene- 
gade who carves a ‘Z’ with his blade—a 
‘Z’ that stands for Zorro.” 

These films were released worldwide, 
and found a particularly enthusiastic 
audience in South America. The Disney 
programs were dubbed in Spanish for 

television there; they swept the con- 
tinent and continued to run year 
after year. By the time Guy Wil- 
liams paid his first visit to 
Argentina in 1978 at the invi- 
tation of Channel 13, which 
was carrying the “Zorro” 
m^ series nationally, he was an 
eagerly-awaited celebrity. 
"We were driven in 
separate cars from the 
airport into Buenos 
Aires,” says a friend who 
accompanied him. "It's a 
long way, about 30 miles, 
and people lined the entire

those people were there for and he said, -

Williams, an expert fencer, took the 
city by storm when he staged a public 
exhibition with Argentina’s fencing 
champion. He attracted crowds and 
applause wherever he went; there was 
even a half-serious “Zorro for President” 
rally. He traveled on to charm the 
populace throughout South America, 
speaking English, Spanish, and Italian— 
the continent’s second language—and 
when the tour ended Williams was an 
idol. He had shown his public that an 
actor can be as dashing off screen as on. 

“He liked the acclaim and the life 
style,” his friend says. “He went back to 
Buenos Aires a year later and took a fur- 
nished apartment there. He now has 
business investments and has established 
residence in Argentina. He returns to 
Los Angeles on alternate years. He is still 
a celebrity in South America, and living 
exactly as he wishes.” V

ing hugging, stretching, and cuddling 
games—like those you see every morn- 
ing on “You and Me, Kid” Now your 4- 
to 18-month-old infant can join in the 
fun with simple, playful exercises that 
not only help develop tiny bodies, but 
also let you and your little one share 
some tender growing-closer time! 

One of the leaders in developing in- 
fant exercise programs is David Rabb, 
who runs four gyms for children in 
Southern California. According to 
Rabb, babies benefit most from stretch- 
ing exercises that reinforce their natural 


Leg Stretch 


1. Holding baby’s ankles in both hands, 
gently pull the legs apart into а “У” 


Hou for a count of two. 


2. Bring the legs back and gently bend 
the knees into the chest. This exercise 
stretches baby's inner thigh muscles. 
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movements. "Actually, these exercises 
are as much for parents as for the chil- 
dren; says Rabb. “The parents get to 
enjoy their babies, and learn that they 
really aren't that fragile. 

"The kids benefit from stretching out 
their muscles and ligaments. But more 
important, they get a lot of hands-on 
experience with their parents, and actu- 
ally feel their parents' confidence flow 
into their bodies? 

It’s easy to enjoy your own exercise- 
and-play program at home. Before you 
begin, be sure to get your pediatrician's 
OK. Then start by putting your baby, 
wearing only a diaper, on a clean, soft, 
firm surface. Rabb uses padded rugs in 
his gym, but you can put a blanket on 
your carpeted floor. Put on some pleas- 
ant background music. If your little one 
is in the mood — don't begin if baby is 


1. Stretch out both of baby's arms until 
they lie flat on the floor. 


2. Bring the arms together and slowly 
cross them over the chest. This will 
stretch arm and chest muscles.

tired or hungry — try one of the exer- 
cises described below. (Baby should be 
lying on his back for all these exercises.) 

Start with only a few repetitions of 
each exercise, and stop at once if baby 
gets distracted or bored. At first, the en- 
tire session should last just a few min- 
utes. If both of you have fun, work up to 
10- to 15-minute workouts. 

As your baby progresses, try adding 
simple toys or equipment to your exer- 
cise routines. “We use pillows, inflatable 
beach balls and other toys for the 
youngsters to touch, push, pull and ma- 
nipulate; Rabb says. “We also put them 
on swings, slides, and bouncers so the 
babies learn to get oriented in space” 

Remember—this is playtime! Don't 
push your child to perform. Instead, 
look at your workouts as a special way 
for you and baby to enjoy each other! V
